In a letter to Robert W 
Peter­ 
son. Palm Springs City Manager, 
Roger Ernst. Assistant Secretary 
of Interior. Bureau of Indian Af­ 
fair* has notified the 
city 
that 
they 
would 
* proceed 
with 
the 
equalization of the Agua Caliente 
Tribe.” 
The news, which came as no 
surprise to either the local tribe 
or the City of Palm Springs, was 
reported in the columns of The 
Desert Sun three weeks ago. 


ONE CITY O FFIC IA L told City 
Council that the Bureau of In­ 
dian Alfairs had “ never stopped 
w o r k i n g on their equalization 
plan" even though the local tribe 
has been attempting to get legis­ 
lation through Congress with 
a 
better plan. 
The Bureau s plan calls for the 
equalization of all local Indians 
by splitting up all tribal owned 
lands and dividing them 
among 
tribal members. In the words of 
Vyola Olinger. Chairman of the 
Tribal Council, this plan “ would 
kill the Indian Tribe in P a l m 
Springs.” 


ANNO UNCEM EN T that the Bu­ 
reau 
w o u l d 
new continue its 
equalization process, which it in- 
terupted while Congressman D S. 
Saund introduced House Resolu­ 
tion 13323. will meet with great 
disapproval by both the Indians 
and the City Council. 


It was reported from 
a 
good 
source that when the bureau took 
official steps to equalize the In­ 
dians. the local tribal members 
would file suit against the bureau 
and attempt to hold it in court 
until the Indians proposal can be 
re-introduced. 


HR 13321 W OULD ALLOW the 
equalization of most of the Tribal 
land, holding out such important 
properties as the cemetaries. hot 
springs reserve, the canyons, the 
trailer park 
reserves, 
and Sec­ 
tion 18 (municipal airport) which 
the bill provides to be sold to the 
City of Palm Springs. 


The Bureau of Indian 
Affairs 
had protested the bill before the 
House Interium 
Committee, 
and 
in so doing has delayed any ac­ 
tion that the committee may have 
taken this session of Congress. 


Study 2 Suicide 
Attempts Along 
Similar Pattern 


Two Palm Springs men today 
were recovering from suicide at­ 
tempts in 
two almost 
identical 
cases, which police# attributed to 
a combination of alcohol, finances 
and the weather. 


Both men were treated at Des­ 
ert Hospital for deep wrist slashes. 
Police said 
both cases would 
probably have been fatal had they 
been undiscovered. 


One man, an intoxicated citizen, 
spotted 
by

passerby, 
was found sitting in his bloody 
Village 
shop, 
one wrist 
deeply 
slashed by a straight-edge razor. 
No sooner had hospital attend­ 
ants stitched the 
would-be 
sui­ 
cide's arm when they were called 
tip to treat both arms of another 
apparent attempted suicide vic­ 
tim. 
This patient. 36-year-old father 
of three children, had hacked both 
his wrists and was in most seri­ 
ous danger from the artery-sev­ 
ering wounds. Police said the sui­ 
cide attempt apparently followed

argument 
over money.

Although used for many diseases 
and tests, one of the major uses 
of the machine will be tha test­ 
ing for cancerous tissue.

tory. said the new machine would 
allow a tissue test to be made 
within only a few hours, where 
previously the tissue had to be 
sent to Los Angeles and could not 
be returned for from a week to 
10 days. 
It is referred to as the biggest 
piece of equipment in the new 
Desert Hospital 
Laboratory and 
rounds out the completion of all 
the departments of the unit. 
"Although 
further 
inventions 
may add to the laboratory.” said 
Dr. McCammon. "this is the fin­ 
al piece of equipment to make 
this hospital the most complete 
hospital of its size in the nation." 
Equipment purchased with the 
new 
Autotechnicon 
is a 
special 
tissue slicer. a knife sharpener, 
and a tissue freezer which can 
process tissue 
for study within 
only a minute or two.

week. Kennedy said.

American Attitude on 
Satellites Shows Change 
TIip unperturbed equanimity with 
which the American people received the 
news that the recent attem pt to “shoot 
the moon" had been a failure demon­ 
strates a complete change which has 
taken place In the m ental attitude of 
the nation as a whole In the compara­ 
tively few months since similar failures 
were experienced In the first attempts 
to place a satellite into orbit for this 
country. 
At that time Russia had two spheres 
circling the world and frantic haste 
was the order of the day to match the 
Russian display of almost mystifying 
scientific achievement. Each failure lit­ 
erally rocked this nation to its founda­ 
tions and caused unanimous concern 
and grave doubt and misgivings among 
the entire populace. 
Now, with three American satellites 
still circling the globe, and a half doz­ 
en unsuccessful launchings a matter of 
accepted expectancy, people no longer 
wait with bated breath when a "firing" 
Is scheduled bul rather take the good 
news with the bad as a m atter of course 
in such highly complicated scientific 
experiments. 


The lay public has learned that the 
mechanisms which power missiles into 
space are composed of so many delicate 
parts whose functioning and timing are 
dependent on hair trigger performance 
for success that it is indeed a great 
achievement when a perfect score is at­ 
tained. 
At this time it lias become quite plain 
to all that the launching of objects into 
space is still in the trial and error stage, 
and that we or anyone else including 
Russia, can only discover from failures 
how to improve, simplify and eventual­ 
ly perfect launching methods to the 
point where they may be depended up­ 
on for much greater degrees of accura­ 
cy and success. 
While there must be no let-up in our 
efforts to stay ahead in the spare race, 
and our technique and performance 
must Improve steadily, it is encourag­ 
ing that our people in general are now 
sufficiently Informed on the difficulties 
and aware of the obstacles encountered 
to adopt a practical and m atter of fact 
attitude in their thinking. 
It is by expecting a certain amount 
of failures that we will appreciate our 
successes the more
